.The board authorized Rog- 
er. Fatzcr of Applied Engin- 
eering, tiic village engineer.^ 
to install machinery for 
treating the water with poly- 
phosphate . and c h 1 o ri n e. 
Chlorination of 'the water is 
mandatory whenever water 
is "treated" in any manner. 

Patzer said it wduld be 
more practical to treat water 
directly at two of the village 
wells than to attempt to treat 
all the water at one central 
station.. Total. cost of the 
equipment was estimated at 
about $2,700. • Maintenance 
cost is estimated, at about 
$2,50 per day for the poly- 
phosphate, plus the use of 8 
to 10 pounds of- chlorine a 
day. ■ * ■'.,-: 

Patzer said the Board of 
Health approves the poly- 
phosphate treatment In the- 
ory, and listed several towns 
which have installed the sys- 
tem and found it satisfactory. 
They Include Arlington 
Heights, Elk Grove Village, 
Mt. Prospect, Harvard, Hunt- 
ley, Hebron, McHcnry, Mun- 
dclein, Wheeling and Zion. 

The polyphosphate, Patzer 
said, sequesters the ( iron 
molecules so .that they. .are. 
not' deposited. !■• Residents 



for some time, in some cases 
a month after treatment 
starts, he said,, This is be- 
cause the. additive is remov- 
ing iron deposited In the 
pipes during the past. The' 
condition . of the ' yyater, for 
some time, may ' be worse 
than at present,, he pointed 
out, depending on the local- 
ity and condition of the

Patzer said the water 
should be clear and free of 
the rust that has been the 
banc of housewives and in-

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, "Gra^mot politics could undergo a real re- 
vitalization. if, President Johnson's proposals to 
change etectioh fund-raising laws ever manages 
to get out of committee and into' Congress for 
action. . 

1 The President proposes to draw the average 
citizen into active participation in politics by 
allowing. a ^100 tax deduction for campaign coiv 
_Jributions for the average man. That is, you'll be 
allowed to deduct $100 from your taxable income," 
not from your total tax, This should encourage a 
good many middle-income families to make cam- 
paign contributions to any political 'favorites they 
have, ... 

On the other hand, normally very large con- 
tributors, who presumably have some private fish 
to fry in backing some office-seeker, will, be limit- 
ed to a $5,000 contribution for any one compaign- 
er. 

The man seeking a high office, then, will 
have to cease to depend on a comparatively few 
wealthy men or companies and seek financial 
support from the masses.* He will have to contact, 
or his- workers will, a great' many small contribu- 
tors to get sufficient funds for his campaign. And 
he will have to seek, and keep,. their favor, if he 
wants to have money enough for his next cam- 
paign" • ' . 

There's no doubt that a^great many people 
will be looking for loopholes in the law, even be 
fore it reaches the floor of Congress. And no 
doubt that some will be found. 

1 For example, is there some provision- pre- 
venting 'the soliciting of "such funds arhong the 
workers in large corporations, or among unions? 
In soliciting in large plants, word sifts down very 
. quickly that workers may well feel the boss's dis- 
pleasure if contributions are not made. And un- 
ions have been, known to put similar pressure on 
their members. The only way such situations can 
be avoided is to prevent mass solicitation. , . 

The President is also seeking, in the same 
foil], to pass a measure providing that each .mem- 
ber of Congress must report all gifts over $100. 
Some senators feel that this law is" inadequate, 
—and that Congressmen should report all income 
and assets. 

In view of the fact that every decision made 
by Congress vitally affects every American citi- 
'.zcn, it doesn't seem too. unreasonable that the 
■ voter should know where each Congressman's 
financial interest lies. After all, the government 
.is not backward about asking us to disclose all our 
personal financial dealings. 

Both financial participation in political cam- 
paigns, and knowledge of the sources of income 
of Congressmen, could- stimulate public interest 
in elections and "aid in 'their political education. 
And certainly knowledge that they mtist disclose 
their financial dealings would be a deterrent to 
any Congressman who might otherwise be sway- 
ed by arguments other than what's best for the 
country.

A new expression in the 
American language Is "Rent 
.Supplements." This is a po- 
lite way of describing Feder- 
ally - subsidized rent pay* 
-merits.- : — : — : — 



The program of "rent sup- 
plements" was authorized in 
a measure pttssed last year 
by the Congress. However, 
.at that time the Senate ^re- 
fused to .appropriate any 
funds to implement this part 
of the Great Society pro- 
gram. Recently, a- measure 
appropriating $22 million 



passed the U. S. House of 
Representatives, by the nar- 
row margin of 192 to 188. All 
but six Republicans voted 
against this appropriation of 
public funds to subsidize the 
rental payments of middle 
income families. It appears 
that the Senate will concur 
in the House vote. 

The rent .supplement pro- 
gram is intended to encour- 
age the construction of 
dwellings and apartments for 
persons who prefer to rent 
rather than to buy their liv- 
ing quarters. Under .the plan 
the Federal Government will 
subsidize the- rent .paid by 
qualifying tenants, providing 
the tenant contributes one- 
fourth of his Income to the 
total rent. 

— In -the original -blll,-f am- 
illes could qualify for rent 
supplements notwithstanding 
that their' income totaled 
$11,000 per year and they 
-possessed assets up. to $25, 
000. The opposition to sub- 
sidizing rent payments of 
such affluence forced Admin- 
istration sponsors to accept 
amendments, For the pres- 



ent, It appears that payments Rent subsidies will benefit 



of rent supplements will 
be limited to families whose 
income does not exceed 
$0,100 and whose other as- 
sets do not totar more than 
$5,000. However such fam- 
ilies could hardly be classi- 
fied as poor people. Indeed, 
the Secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development admitted that 
rent supplements were de- 
signed to aid middle-income 
families — and not the poor. 

Some builders and large fi- 
nanciers should benefit from 
the new program as it will 
assure payments of rents suf- 
ficient to discharge the orig- 
inal indebtedness over a -40- 
year period. This suggests 
also that the initial Federal 
appropriation will have to be 
continued— for -at— least^the 
next 40 years. It is estimat- 
ed that the total Federal ob- 
ligation (with interest) will 
exceed $5 billion. 

It has been argued by the 
proponents of the rent. sub; 
sidy program that it will re- 
place public housing. How* 
«ver, public housing lias 
been designed for the poor, 



those above the poverty 
level. Indeed, it is expected 
that among middle -income 
families living In a given 
apartment building, one fam- 
ily may be paying rent in 
full while their neighbor's 
payment is being supple- 
mented by a Federal rent 
subsidy. 

In attempting to overcame 
the flexibility of the law and 
regulations, the Secretary of 
Housing and Development 
indicated by letter that • he 
would not authorize rent 
supplement housing develop- 
ments . for families who do 
iiot~qualify^for~public hous- 
ing. However,. this assurance 
is not embodied in the law;, 
and if it were, it is felt that 
the-program^would'-be^-inei- 
fectual. ' . 

The wisdom of .this part of 
the/ Great Society, package 
appears now to be quite aca- 
demic. Rent subsidies have 
been made part of the hous- 
ing program. Like other 
Federal programs, rent sub- 
sidies are probably here to 
stay.

WHAT IS A TRUST? 

To many people, the word 
"trust" suggests something 
undesirable, perhaps as a re- 
sult of its ' connection with 
news" stories about "anti- 
trust laws" or "trust bust- 
ing," which apply to monop- 
olies. 

There is no doubt that a 
(rust, like most things, can 
be misused. However, the 
type of trust we refer to here 
Is one of the most effective 
devices for protecting wid- 
ows and orphans. 

Let's suppose you own a 
farm. You want to leave it 
to.your wife and children in 
the event of your death, but 
you realize that your wife is 
unacquainted with farming 
and that it will be many 
years before the children are 
old enough to (ake over. 

You can provide in your 
will that the farm be placed 
In a trust. In case of your 
- deathr-tltle-passes to a! per- 
son called the ""trustee," 



someone designated to -man- 
age the farm until the chil- 
dren are capable of taking 
over. The trustee is obliged 
to operate the farm and to 
pay the income of your wife 
and children, the "benefi- 
ciaries!' of the trust. 

This arrangement contin- 
ues until the trust is ter- 
minated in accordance with 
directions in your will, and 
the children take title to the 
farm and hold it free arid 
clear of the trust. 

This same sort or trust-ar- 
rangement, caii be used with 
any type of property, such as 

7stocksri iioneyro r-a-busincss. 
Normally .property-hr placed 
into a (rust only if it pro- 
duces income. For example, 
It would be. impractical to 
put your car or slump collec- 
tion into a trust.. . - 
Duties of *Ke Trustee — 

v . The trustee can; be an indi- 
vidual or a corporation. In 

~Jllin61s^d~corporntlon cannot 



act as trustee unless it first 
qualifies to act in that ca- 
pacity. The trustee Ms not 
free to do as he pleases with 
the trust property. 

He is under obligation to 
manage and Invest tite trust 
prudently, so, that it pro- 
duces the highest income 
consistent with safety.. He 
is obliged to pay to the 
beneficiaries or to accumu- 
late it for-lheir benefit, as 
directed in the trust, and to 
make proper distribution of 
assets when the trust is ter- 
minated. 
Is the Trustee Paid? 

Naturally,' the trustee Is 
entitled to receive compensa- 
tion for his work. An indi- 
vidual whom you name as 
trustee may not choose to 
charge you for anything oth- 
er than his expenses,*hut he 
may die or move away, or be 
unwilling to undertake the 
responsibility. For these 
reasons the use of trust com- 
panies as trustee has grown 
popular. • 

However, (he (rust- ar- 
rangement may not' be prac- 
tical for some small proper* 
tics if a corporate trustee is 
to be Used. The charges 
may be out of proportion to 
the value of the trust prop- 
erty. 
Tax Savings Through Trusts 

Trusts need not be con- 
nected to a will. They may 
be set up to begin during 
the -|lfetinie-of -the -person 
creating the trust, and may 
be subject to, revocation by 
him during his life, or irrev- 
ocable. ' Also, the proceeds 
of insurance policies may be 
placed in trust. 

There are estate tax and 
income lux advantages to be 
gained by careful use of the 
trust devicee. These advan- 
tages are most important in- 
connection with substantial 
estates, and require the con- 
sideration of competent legal 
counsel for appropriate use.

Minor injuries In reeled 
With tetanus germs are easily 
Ignored, and an unsuspecting 
victim inuy enjoyvgood health 
until the symptoms or tet- 
anus appear— muscular stiff- 
ness of the jaw, restlessness 
and Irritability, 
, Eventually the. muscular 
rldidltyor the jaw spreads to; 
the neck, .buck, anus and 
legs, causing . the. victim ,to 
appear bent/ backward in the 
shape of a bow. 

As the disease progresses, 
spasms of t he muscles of res- 
piration interfere with 
breathing and may produce 
death from asphyxiation. 

.Once the symptoms of tot- 
anus have appeared, a -physi- 
cian" can do nothing to coun- 
teract, the germs which have 
reached the nervous system. 
Treatment, then is aimed at 
preventing 'further damage, 
usually by administering tet- 
anus antitoxin. 

However, since lite disease 
progresses so rapidly, more 
than . half of those who de- 
velop tetanus receive medi- 
cal treatment too late. The 
result? Death. 

This high mortality rate 
plus the ease of contracting 
tetanus from the slightest in- 
jury, Ja re 'inore than suffic i- 
ent reasons for "everyone, re- 
gardless of age, to he Immun- 
ize!* against tetanus. 

Yet, more -than -two-thirds 
of children between ihe ages 
of one and five — and over 
.three-fourths or the, adult 
population in the U, S.— are 
not protected 'from tetanus. 

With new emphasis on out- 
door living .... with acci- 
dents on the increase M . . 
and with letnaus germs iu 
the dust and dirt about us 
. , . .make sure you and your 
family arc fully immunized. 
' The. vaccine, known ■ as 
tetanus toxoid, requires two 
inject ions. Immunization 
comes ONLY with the second 
Injection, usually given- .one 
month after the first." A 
booster shot should be taken 
after one year and, there- 
after, every five years lo pro- 
vide continued protection. • ,

An 
estimated 15,000 people wcro 
on. hand. 

Mr, Canham, who Is a well- 
known journalist and Editor 
in Chief I of The Christian.

Church Administration 
building announced last year 
as part of the expanded 15-, 
acre "Church Center'* now 
under construction. 

The detailed plans -call for 
a 26-story building and other 
facilities at a cost of more 
than $8,000,000, with cnten- 
siye private development on 
surrounding church - owned 
land. 

Other events in connection 
with the Centennial this year 
included the publication a 



few weeks ago of a 100-year 
report on the Church's spirit- 
ual healing experience, titled 
"A Century of Christian Sci- 
ence Healing"; and a recent 
ceremony at the Smithsonian 
Institution accepting a pri- 
vately-donated marble bust 
of Mary Baker Eddy into the 
National Portrait Gallery. -A 
tribute from Gallery officials 
stated that "as the. Discover- 
er and Founder -of Christian 
Science, Mary Baker Eddy 
has earned- such recogni- 
tion" among those who have 
made "a significant contri- 
bution to. the- lives of their 
fellow citizens."
